23. (currently amended) A method for producing a model for neurofibrillary pathology 
of a neurod e g e nerativ e disease which comprises somatically transferring a viral vector 
comprising a gene encoding an aberrant form of a human tau protein comprising the 
P301L mutation associated with FTDP-17 into brain tissue of a living rat or mouse under 
conditions which result in the expression of said gene; wherein expression of said gene 
results in a neuropathology neurofibrillary pathology in said living rat or mouse 
corr e sponding to said n e urod e g e n e rativ e disease comprising at least one characteristic 
selected from the group consisting of abnormal accumulation of tau in neuron cell bodies 
and dendrites, presence of filaments immunoreactive for hvperphosphvorlated tau. 
neuritic immunoreactivitv with anti-neurofibrillarv tangle antibody, and increase of 
reactive astrogliosis .

30. (currently amended) A method for inducing behavioral changes in a living rat or 
mouse which comprises somatically transferring a gene encoding an aberrant form of 
human tau protein comprising the P301L mutation associated with FTDP-17 directly into 
nigrastriatal neurons, septalhippocampal neurons, or both, in the brain of said living rat 
or mouse , wherein said somatically transferring a gene reduces memory in said living rat 
or mouse . 

31. (currently amended) The method of claim 30 wherein somatically transferring 
comprises injecting an effective amount of gene expression construct encoding tau into 
the brain of said living rod e nt rat or mouse .
